Nursing Degree 
Being Considered 
By College Heads 


The possibility of establishing a 
course of study leading to a regis- 
tered nurse’s degree from Hartnell 
College will be explored further 
this month when Dr. J. F. Ching 
and Mr. Stuart Dufour attend a 
junior college administrators meet- 
ing with the state nursing board at 
Yosemite Valley. 

This program will be explored 
fully before the college will apply 
to the state board of nurse’s exam- 
ination for the authority to estab- 
lish this program. 

The two-year curriculum would 
consist of anatomy, physiology, mi- 
cro-Biology, social science, psychol- 
ogy, nutrition and other related 
fields. It would also include back- 
ground and trends in nursing, and 
class and laboratory instruction in 
medical-surgical nursing, maternal- 
child health nursing and_ psychi- 
atric nursing. 

New Program Approved 

The new curriculum was effec- 
tive September 11 and is an ap- 
proved course of instruction and 
concurrent clinical practice which 
covers not less than two years of 
school and which. conforms to the 
guiding principles for junior  col- 
leges participating in nursing edu- 
cation.

PART OF SUMMER 
ON ALASKAN TOUR

Dr. J. F. Ching, Hartnell college 
president, and his family spent a 
three-week summer vacation in 
Alaska. He said he and his family 
had a wonderful experience in the 
Arctic country which they will never 
forget. 

They visited many places, includ- 
ing Fairbanks, Anchorage, Mount 
McKinley National park, and Bar- 
row. Barrow, an Eskimo village as 
far north as the Arctic ocean, was 
the highlight of the trip. Dr. Ching 
and. family spent one day at Bar- 
row which included attending the 
colorful native dances. The dances 
were all interpretative, with the na- 
tives wearing gaily-colored  cos- 
tumes, and anyone participating. in 
the dances had to wear gloves. They 
also watched many of the natives 
catch seals and whales, which are 
their main foods. 

Most of the natives at Barrow 


could speak English and are very 
friendly people, Dr. Ching said. 


Sun Didn’t Set 


All the while the Chings were 
in Alaska the sun never set, and 
the temperature was around 85 de- 
grees. 

Also in their trip to Alaska the 
plane flew as low as. 150 feet above 
ground so the passengers could 
take pictures of moose, and bear. 
On the trip back to the states, the 
Chings rode on the Alaskan rail- 
road to Anchorage and then rode 
an arctic boat to Victoria. 

Dr. Ching stated that Alaska is 
still in the pioneering stage, but 
is growing rapidly and is still in 
the early stages of economic and 
business development.

Besides having a rat- 
tlesnake, he also has two gopher 
snakes, and, if you drop in around 
mealtime, you can see them devour 
baby mice which are larger around 
than the shakes. Please don’t worry 
about the tiny little mice being 
eaten by the snakes because, if they 
weren't, there would be an aw- 
ful lot of mice running around . 


Earlier in the college year, Mr. 
Robinson also had a king snake 
and a desert boa. The desert boa 
was taken out of his. cage, but the 
king snake was either taken or just 
escaped.

As I was wandering around Mr.

Mr. James Wilson, while on sabbatical leave, worked with 
Dr. E. L. Tatum at Stanford university. Dr. Tatum and Dr. 
G. W. Beadle were responsible for opening the field of bio- 


chemical genetics in the early 1940's. 


work in this field, they suggested 
the “one gene, one enzyme” hy- 
pothesis. This hypothesis is that 
each gene produces a single en- 
zyme, and the enzyme controls a 
single chemical reaction in the 
body. 

Biologists in the past have taught 
that the genes were the hereditary 
catriers. If the one-gene, one-en- 
zyme hypothesis proves more than 
a hypothesis, the biologists may be 
able to influence the hereditary 
characteristics within the body. This 
will mean that a person who would 
normally inherit diabetes or any 
other hereditary disease has hopes 
for the future. 

While further proofs of the hy- 
pothesis were sought, more was dis- 
covered about the cells of the body 
and how they manufacture certain 
vitamins and other food materials. 


Cancer Replaces Germs 


Mr. Wilson recalled the period of 
the early 1900's when the germ was 
the greatest cause of death. Today, 
science has almost conquered the 
germ, but something else is taking 
its place. That something origi- 
nates in the tissues of the cells. 
Cancer is a tissue disease. 

While working under Dr. Tatum, 
Mr. Wilson worked on a _ highly 
specialized experiment. Using mi-
